Much  to  the  surprise  of 
Iraqi  diplomats.  United  States 
President  George  Bush  or¬ 
dered  his  military  forces  to 
attack  strategic  Iraqi  stations 
in  the  surrounding  Baghad 
area.  The  first  strike  came  at 
approximately  2:30  a.m. 
Baghdad  time  yesterday. 

As  of  this  afternoon,  the 
Secretary  of  Defense  Dick 
Cheney  reported  only  one 
casualty.  That  caualty  is  be¬ 
lieved  to  have  been  an  Air 
Force  officer  who  did  not 
return  in  his  bomber  after  an 
air  raid. 

"We  tried  every  way  pos¬ 
sible  to  avoid  war,  but  Sad- 
ame  Hussein  welcomed  it. 
We  are  out  to  drive  Sadame 
from  Kuwait  and  we  will  not 
fail,"  said  President  Bush  in 
a  speech  he  made  to  the 
nation  two  hours  after  the

Also,  the  Defense  Depart¬ 
ment  reported  early  this  af¬ 
ternoon  that  the  air  strikes 
were  more  successful  than 
expected  -  90%  of  the  targets 
were  hit.

high  tactical  surprise  against 
Iraq,"  said  General  Colin 
Powell,  U.S.  Joint  Chief 
Chairman. 

Along  with  the  US  Air 
Force,  the  allie  forces  consist 
officials  do  not  think  this  will 
be  a  quick  war. 

'The  war  is  likely  to 
run  for  a  long  time,  but  this 
will  not  be  another  Vietnam," 
said  Bush.

most  memorable  experiences 
was  holding  a  dying  baby  in  her 
arms. 

In  spite  of  poor  living  condi¬ 
tions,  unemployment  as  high  as 
87%,  and  malnutrition  are  com¬ 
mon  concerns.  The  students  no¬ 
ticed  a  great  feeling  of  hope  in 
the  Haitian  people.  Sr.  Donna 
had  visited  the  country  over  the 
summer  and  said  that  they  were 
hopeful  then,  but  since  the  re¬ 
cent  election  the  feeling  is  more 
noticeable. 

The  Haitians  just  elected 
their  first  democratic  leader  in 
decades  and  rallied  together  to 
put  down  a  coup  against  him. 

On  Monday,  Jan.  7,  support¬ 
ers  of  former  dictator  “Baby 
Doc"  Duvalier  attempted  to  take 
over  the  government.  The  army 
refused  to  support  the  coup  and 
the  Haitian  people  took  to  the 
streets  in  support  of  the  presi¬ 
dent-elect:  and  to  round  up 
members  of  the  country's  tor- 


police.  Sophomore 
Jon  Nichols  believed  that  this 
groundswell  of  support  for  the 
democratically  elected  govern¬ 
ment  signaled  the  end  of  dicta¬ 
torship  in  Haiti. 

None  of  the  visitors  indi¬ 
cated  that  they  were  treated  as 
outsiders  while  in  Haiti.  They 
were  impressed  by  how  friendly 
the  Haitian  people  were  to  them 
and  said  that  they  were  treated 
as  guests  on  many  occasions. 
Senior  Mike  Coonrod  remarked 
that  at  one  meal,  their  r.osts 
offered  them  most  of  the  food 
they  had  for  the  week. 

Nichols  said  that  one  of  his 
most  memorable  experiences 
was  when  they  were  at  a  beach 
collecting  shells.  Several  Hai¬ 
tian  children  were  there  and 
kept  coming  to  him  with  pockets 
full  of  shells  trying  to  help. 

Freshman  Andy  Huss  saw 
that  the  Haitians  could  enjoy  the 
simple  things  in  life.  When  food 
was  short,  everyone  took  a  fair 


For  him,  he  felt  that  "the 
best  way  to  find  God  is  among 
the  poor." 

The  faculty  of  Saint  Joe's 
gave  $1,000  to  the  visitors  to 
contribute  to  the  poor  in  Haiti. 
The  money  was  donated  to  Hai¬ 
tian  Outreach,  a  program  to  build 
vocational  schools  in  rural  ar¬ 
eas.  Huss  believes  that  educa¬ 
tion  is  one  of  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  ways  to  help  Haiti.  90%  of 
the  people  are  involved  in  agri¬ 
culture  but  are  out  of  work  now 
that  the  soli  is  so  poor.  If  they 
could  be  trained  for  other  jobs 
unemployment  would  go  down. 
Several  people  mentioned  that 
the  Haitian  people  are  very  in¬ 
dustrious  and  are  always  look¬ 
ing  for  Jobs  to  do  regardless  of 
age. 

Everyone  interviewed  said 
they  really  enjoyed  the  chance 
to  go  and  several  discussed  plans 
for  returning  to  Haiti  on  their 
own  over  the  summer.

Editorial 


With  war  on  our  hands,  just  about  all  of  the  students 
at  Saint  Joseph's  College  are  witnessing  a  military 
conflict  of  much  grandeur  (though  maybe  only  on  tele¬ 
vision)  for  the  first  time.  However,  people  should  hesi¬ 
tate  to  call  this  military  escapade  a  war.  In  its  simplest 
terms,  war  is  any  conflict. 

Let’s  take  this  a  step  further.  If  tt  is  true  that  any 
conflict  is  a  war,  then  the  United  States  is  battling  many 
“wars'  on  its  own  turf  —  “wars"  on  drugs,  crime,  and 
drinking  and  driving,  for  instance.  These  wars  affect  us 
more  than  the  one  going  on  in  the  Middle  East. 

is  the  Gulf  Crisis  really  necessary?  There's  no  an¬ 
swer  to  that.  No  one  In  the  American  public  knows  every 
bit  of  information  about  the  conflict,  because  of  the  two 
scapegoats,  apathy  and  lack  of  knowledge.  The  media 
present  different  stories  of  what  is  happening,  and  aB 
the  background  needed  to  digest  the  whole  story  is  left 
behind. 

Not  more  than  eight  months  ago  many  Americans 
could  not  have  pointed  out  Iraq  on  a  blank  world  map. 
nor  would  they  have  known  who  was  the  President  of 
that  country.  Now,  on  a  wave  of  patriotism,  Saddam 
Hussein,  the  President  of  Iraq,  has  been  branded  a 
"great  evil"  by  our  own  leader,  George  Bush. 

Now,  perhaps,  these  questions  are  not  as  important 
any  longer.  When  American  bombers  and  fighter  planes 
"  feombed  Baghdad,  the  capital  of  Iraq,  this  country  be¬ 
came  embroiled  in  war,  whether  th  is  war  was  wanted  by 
the  American  people  or  not. 

There  is  now  the  chance  that  American  lives  will  be 
lost  in  an  area  half  the  world  away  for  a  cause  that  is 
uncertain.  It  might  be  smarter  to  worry  more  about 
those  who  are  dying  because  of  overdosing,  gang  war¬ 
fare.  and  murder. 

Maybe  these  wars  are  too  simple  and  too  common, 
but  the  fact  remains  that  thousands  of  people  are  being 
killed  right  here.  Maybe  It's  time  the  United  States  ] 
government  started  worrying  more  about  number  one  j 
than  number  two. 


If  America  is  not  capable  of  winning  long  "wars" 
against  drugs  and  crime,  what  makes  the  American 
people  think  that  a  war  with  Iraq  would  go  any  better? 
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If  you  were  the  President,  would  you  have  handled  the  situation  i 
the  Middle  East  differently  than  President  Bush  has  done?

How  can  competition  be  re¬ 
stored  In  the  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  academic  community?

However,  there 
should  be  a  mandatory  Core  I 
and  II  where  students  would  be 
drilled  on  the  fundamentals  of 
reading  comprehension,  speech, 
spelling,  grammar,  and  compo¬ 
sition.  With  the  experiences 
gained  in  Cores  I  and  II,  stu¬ 
dents  could  effectively  commu¬ 
nicate  in  the  other  Core  pro¬ 
grams. 

Finally,  if  the  Core  program 
(which  made  St.  Joe's  famous  at 
its  birth)  is  completely  changed, 
competition  would  once  again 
be  restored  at  Saint  Joseph's 
College.  With  competition,  stu¬ 
dents  and  teachers  would  be 
able  to  expect  more  from  a  stu¬ 
dent  body  with  a  purpose.  Stu¬ 
dents  could  take  pride  in  the  fact 
that  they  go  to  St.  Joe's,  not 
because  it  was  a  last  ditch  effort 
but  because  it  was  an  academi¬ 
cally  sound  college.

Saint  Joseph's  College 
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SJC  students  in  the  midst  of  gunfire 
after  government  takeover  in  Haiti

Residents  of  Port-au-Prince 
woke  Monday,  January  7,  to 
tie  sound  of  gunfire,  explosions 
,nd  angry  crowds.  The  reason 
ir  the  commotion  was  the  take- 
ver  of  the  government  by  Roger 
afontant  and  fifteen  support- 
rs. 

Lafontant,  a  former  leader  of 
tie  Haitian  secret  police,  had 
Idnapped  temporary  president 
rtha  Pascal  Trout  Hot  and  taken 
ler  to  the  presidential  palace, 
here  he  forced  her  to  resign  and 
ssumed  the  office  of  president 
limself. 

(Lafontant  is  a  supporter  of 
ean-Claude  Duvalier,  former 
ictator  of  Haiti  now  living  in 
die.  When  Rev.  Jean-Bertrand 
ristide  was  elected  president  in 
he  country's  first  democratic 
lection  in  decades,  Lafontant 
owed  to  prevent  him  from  ever 
aking  office. 


Lafontant  had  hoped  that 
the  militaiy  would  support  him. 
Instead,  they  arrested  him  at  the 
palace  and  returned  Trouillot  to 
power.  Aristide  is  scheduled  to 
be  inaugurated  Feb.  7. 

The  crowds  of  people  in  the 
streets  of  Port-au-Prince  cele¬ 
brated  after  it  was  announced 
that  Lafontant  was  arrested.  The 
celebration  later  turned  into  an 
angry  mob  that  rounded  up  for¬ 
mer  members  of  the  TonTon 
Macoutes,  the  secret  police  of 
Haiti  under  Duvalier. 

The  students  and  faculty  from 
St.  Joe's  were  staying  at  the  Hos¬ 
pice  St.  Joseph's,  a  few  blocks 
from  the  presidential  palace. 
They  were  frightened  during  the 
coup,  but  were  in  no  immediate 
danger.  According  to  Sister 
Donna  Liette,  they  were  not  in 
any  danger  from  the  mobs  of 
people,  but  some  stray  bullets 
did  pass  over  the  hospice. 


Gulf  war  calls  Ducketts  name

The  Persian  Gulf  crisis  has 
been  an  item  of  particular 
interest  to  many  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  College  students,  but 
for  one  student  the  events  of 
the  next  few  days  will  prove  to 
be  very  crucial.  Crown  Point 
native  and  Noll  Hall  resident 
Master  Sergeant  Rob  Duckett 
of  the  Uni  ted  States  Air  Force 
Reserves  may  be  called  at  any 
time  to  lend  his  medical  ex¬ 
pertise  In  the  present  war  with 
Iraq.. 

Duckett  Is  attached  to  the 
45th  Tactical  Fighter  Squad¬ 
ron's,  Squadron  Medical  Ele¬ 
ment,  based  at  Grissom  Air 
Force  Base  in  Peru,  Indiana. 
This  unit  Is  comprised  of  A10 
Ground  Assault  Fighters, 
which  have  the  specific  Job  of 
knocking  out  ground  targets 
such  as  tanks  and  armored 
assault  vehicles.  If  called, 
Duckett  would  be  responsible 
for  giving  medical  care,  in 
flight,  to  any  injured  mem¬ 


bers  of  his  squadron. 

His  views  about  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  military  action  In  the 
Gulf  are  simple.  “We’ve  al¬ 
ready  committed ,  now  let's  get 
it  over  with.* 

The  possibility  of  being 
away  from  home  Is  nothing 
new  to  Duckett.  He  was  sta¬ 
tioned  In  Korea  for  two  years 
while  on  active  duty  with  the 
Air  Force.  According  to  him. 
*My  family  is  afraid  for  me, 
but  they  understand.  It’s  part 
of  my  Job.* 

While  peace  proposals 
expired  in  the  United  Na¬ 
tions.  and  Saddam  Hussein 
hurls  new  threats  of  aggres¬ 
sion,  the  chances  for  Duckett 
being  called  up  look  greater. 
He  shares  this  sentiment  but 
admits  the  most  fear  Is  not 
about  going-  “My  chances  for 
being  called  are  very  good, 
but  the  worst  part  about  It  Is 
not  knowing  when  that  will 
be.”

The  students  were  able  to 
leave  Haiti  after  only  a  minor 
delay.  The  violence  against  the 
Macoutes  forced  the  airport  to 
close  an  hour  after  they  left, 
however. 

Senior  Mike  Coonrod  consid¬ 
ers  the  failed  coup  as  one  of  the 
most  important  events  in  Hai¬ 
tian  history  in  years.  “Lafontant 
was  one  of  the  last  Duvalier 
supporters.  With  him  gone,  de¬ 
mocracy  has  a  chance  in  Haiti." 

Sophomore  Jon  Nichols  was 
bothered  by  the  violence  he  saw. 
One  of  the  ways  in  which  the 
Macoutes  were  executed  was  by 
having  burning  tires  placed 
around  them  and  then  being  cut 
apart.  The  night  after  the  coup. 
Nichols  awoke  from  a  nightmare 
and  shouted,  “Everybody  get 
down." 

Everyone  who  went  to  Haiti  is 
glad  to  be  back  home.  Most  have 
said  that  they  were  changed  by 
their  experiences  there  and  they 
are  all  hopeful  that  the  people 
will  now  be  able  to  live  in  a 
democratic  society  free  from 
death  squads  and  secret  police.

Bush  initiates  New  International  Order

President  Bush,  our  illustri¬ 
ous  Republican  orator,  has  with 
the  assistance  of  his  opportun¬ 
ist  cronies  developed  the  newest 
ploy  to  come  out  of  Washington. 
He  calls  it  the  New  International 
Order.  To  the  average  observer 
of  world  affairs,  this  latest  propa¬ 
ganda  effort  supposedly  means 
peace,  fraternity,  open  trade  and 
the  free  exchange  of  ideas  among 
the  nations  of  the  world.  Ideally, 
this  term  embellishes  upon  the 
recent  collapses  of  the  Socialist 
systems  of  Eastern  Europe  and 
the  Soviet  Union,  and  attempts 
to  illustrate  an  international 
liberation  of  ideas  and  human¬ 
ism. 

Bush  is  quick  to  grab  onto  the 
coattails  of  these  sweepui-  re¬ 
forms  in  a  pathetic  attempt  to 
cast  favorable  political  light  upon 
himself.  Realistically,  It  is  obvi¬ 


ous  that  Bush  is  not  a  reformer, 
as  his  conduct  on  the  Persian 
Gulf  crisis  indicates.  He  is 
willing  to  abandon  the  patience 
required  for  economic  sanctions 
of  a  “new  world  order”  to  work 
against  Iraq,  favoring  instead  the 
military  bullying  that  plagued 
the  pre-reform  world. 

It's  no  coincidence  that  this 
impatience  began  just  two  short 
days  after  the  November  elec¬ 
tions,  obviously  indicating  that 
the  motives  of  our  leader  are 
obviously  connected  somehow 
to  his  political  objectives.  Bush 
stooped  to  an  all-time  low  when 
he,  in  effect,  blackmailed  the 
famine-imminent  Soviet  Union 
by  threatening  to  end  grain  cred¬ 
its  If  the  Soviets  didn't  oblige 
him  with  their  United  Nations 
Security  Council  votes  that 
condoned  military  action  by 
January  15. 


George  Bush's  rhetoric  calls 
for  peace  and  harmony,  but  all 
of  this  from  the  same  man  who 
has  sent  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  women  and  men  to  a  place 
where  they  can  serve  only  one 
purpose:  to  wage  a  war.

President  Bush  has  taken  the 
excellent  idea  of  a  New  Interna¬ 
tional  Order  and  soiled  It  with 
his  wanton  political  objectives. 
So,  while  our  President  claims 
he  wants  peace  and  attempts  to 
convince  us  and  the  rest  of  the 
world  that  there's  a  new  Interna¬ 
tional  order  in  town,  it  simply 
seems  that  the  old  ways  of  a 
cruel  country  will  take  us  Into 
the  next  mlllenlum.

The  Lady  Puma  basket¬ 
ball  team  continued  to  roll 
over  Christmas  break  and 
into  the  new  year  with  a 
record  of  1 2-2. 

St.  Joe  hosted  the  Lady 
Puma  Classic  tournament 
over  break  which  included 
teams  from  Oakland,  Mer- 
cyhurst  and  Winona  State. 
The  Pumas  embarrassed 
Winona  State,  94-69,  and 
edged  Oakland  for  the  sec¬ 
ond  time  this  season,  78- 
70.  enroute  to  capturing 
their  own  tournament 
crown.  Jennifer  Radosevic, 
Tla  Glass  and  Sloan 
Haughey  each  earned  all- 
toumament  honors. 

Unfortunately,  the  team 
was  humbled  soon  after  by 
nationally  ranked  confer¬ 
ence  foe,  Bellarmlne.  “It 
was  a  fluke,"  remarked  so¬ 
phomore  guard,  Patty 
Offer,  “a  game  we'd  like  to 
forget." 

The  Lady  Pumas  wasted 
no  time,  however,  in  bounc¬ 
ing  back  by  rudely  welcom¬ 
ing  IPFW  and  Ashland  to  the 
new  year.  The  ladles  domi¬ 
nated  each  team,  87-61, 
and,  74-37,  respectively. 

Coach  Keith  Freeman 
was  particularly  impressed 
by  the  performance  against 
Ashland,  “It  was  our  best 
defensive  game  by  far."  This 
seems  to  be  a  modest  as¬ 
sessment  considering  a 
stingy  Puma  defense  limited 
Ashland  to  14  second  half 
points  and  24%  shooting 
from  the  floor.  The  Lady 


Pumas  added  insult  to  in¬ 
jury  by  outreboundlng  Ash¬

The  team  then  hit  the 
road  to  play  Northern  Ken¬ 
tucky  where  they  lost  a

by  3  points.  Despite  win¬ 
ning  the  battle  on  the  boards, 
40-33,  the  Pumas  failed  to 
sink  a  number  of  close  range 
shots  and  converted  only  8 
of  20  free  throws. 

Once  again  the  Lady 
Pumas  rebounded  impres¬ 
sively  by  travelling  to  the 
University  of  Indianapolis 
where  they  humiliated  the 
Lady  Greyhounds,  101-81. 
“The  team  played  with  great 
intensity,"  remarked  Free¬ 
man  who,  although  pleased 
with  the  team’s  effort, 
showed  a  growing  concern 
for  its  recent  free  throw 
slump.  “No  matter  how 
many  free  throws  we  shoot 
at  practice,  it’s  a  mental 
thing  during  a  game.  If  the 
games  start  getting  close, 
we're  going  to  lose  if  we  don’t 
improve."  The  team  was  14 
of  28  from  the  line  against  U 
of  I. 

The  nationally  ranked 
Lady  Pumas  are  currently  in 
the  middle  of  a  four  game 
road  trip  that  remains  to 
take  them  to  IUPU-Indian- 
apolls  and  Lewis  University.

Pumas  surge  with  strong  team  efforts

The  Saint  Joseph's  College 
men’s  basketball  team  is  back 
on  the  rise.  The  team  has  not  let 
tough  losses  shake  its  confi¬ 
dence:  this  inner  strength  has 
proven  valuable  in  its  resur¬ 
gence. 

The  Pumas,  still  smarting 
from  home  defeats  at  the  hands 
oflndlana-Purdue  at  Fort  Wayne 
(IPFW)  and  to  the  Division  11 
number  one  rated  team,  Ash¬ 
land,  went  on  the  road  In  search 
of  their  first  conference  win. 

On  Thursday.  January  10, 
the  Pumas  won  an  89-  87  thriller 
at  Northern  Kentucky.  SJC  was 
in  control  for  much  of  the  game 
and  was  able  to  hold  off  a  late 
Northern  Kentucky  run. 
Coach  Bill  Hogan  said,  “I  was 


pleased  with  our  ability  to  handle 
the  pressure  defense  presented 
by  Northern  Kentucky;  they  are 
a  team  with  great  athletes." 

On  Saturday  night  the 
Pumas  evened  their  conference 
and  season  records  (2-2, 6-6)  with 
a  78-76  overtime  win  in  front  of 
2,827  spectators  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Indianapolis.  The  Pumas 
came  from  behind  with  good 
pressure  defense  and  the  assis¬ 
tance  of  missed  free  throw  op¬ 
portunities  by  Indianapolis. 

Kevin  McGuffhad  a  key  steal 
and  pass  to  Todd  Grace  for  the 
lay-up  near  the  end  of  regula¬ 
tion  to  pull  the  Pumas  within 
three  points,  and  Grace  hit  a 
clutch  3-point  Jumper  to  tie  the 
game  and  send  it  into  overtime. 
Mike  Kosky  and  Mark  Scheidler 


led  the  way  in  the  scoring  col¬ 
umn  with  24  and  16  points  re¬ 
spectively.  Scheidler  was  5  of  6 
from  the  field  and  6  of  8  from  the 
line  with  much  of  his  scoring 
coming  after  halftime.  Kosky, 
who  has  developed  Into  a  force 
at  center  for  the  Pumas,  also 
had  eight  rebounds  and  three 
steals  to  go  along  with  his  24 
points.  Coach  Hogan  also  gave 
credit  to  Rodney  Gates  for  a  fine 
defensive  job,  saying  it  was  a  key 
to  the  win. 

The  Pumas  play  tonight  at 
Alumni  Fieldhouse  versus  Hunt¬ 
ington  College  in  a  nonconfer¬ 
ence  game.  Game  time  is  7:30 
p.m.  Huntington's  game  plan 
revolves  around  Sebastian  On- 
vangu.  Onvangu,  6'  7"  and  230 
pounds,  is  averaging  over  twenty 


points  and  ten  rebounds  a  game. 

Absent  from  the  Pumas 
lineup  will  be  sophomore  guard 
Mike  Crowley,  who  decided  to 
leave  the  team.  Both  Coach 
Hogan  and  Crowley  cited  the 
possibility  that  Crowley  could 
be  playing  for  another  school 
next  season.  Coach  Hogan  said, 
“We  wish  him  well."

Athletic  program  above  NCAA  expectations

Bill  Hogan,  Athletic  Director 
and  Head  Men's  Basketball 
Coach  at  Saint  Joseph’s  College, 
cares  about  his  student-athletes. 
Hogan  recently  attended  a  NCAA 
reform  conference,  called  by  the 
government  and  led  by  US  Sena¬ 
tor  Tom  McMillan.  The  meeting 
threatens  NCAA  athletic  pro¬ 
grams  to  clean  up  their  acts  or 
else  it  will  be  done  for  them.  Of 
the  reforms  demanded  by  the 
government,  two  issues  in  par¬ 
ticular  were  stressed;  that  of  cost 
reduction  in  scholarship  pro¬ 
grams  and  a  balance  in  student 
time  management. 

What  all  of  this  jargon  means 
to  NCAA  athletic  programs  spe¬ 
cifically  is  that  both  the  methods 
of  recruiting  players  and  the 
study  vs.  athletic  time  spent  by 
students  will  be  more  closely 
monitored.  According  to  Hogan, 
most  of  the  ruling  will  have  little 
to  no  effect  on  Division  11  schools. 
Saint  Joseph's  College  is  already 
within  bounds  of  the  proposed 
limiting  of  athletic  action  to  20 
hours  per  week  and  one  day  off, 
and  the  main  aim  for  stringent 
recruiting  guidelines  is  to  elimi¬ 
nate  the  “underhandedness"  of 
phone  contacts  toward  prospec¬ 
tive  college  athletes,  which  be¬ 
comes  a  form  of  harrassment  at 
extreme  levels. 

This  particular  crackdown 
was  typified  in  an  Interview 
Hogan  held  with  the  boys'  bas¬ 


ketball  coach  of  Andrean  (Mer¬ 
rillville,  IN)  H.S.  last  Saturday 
on  his  radio  show.  Hogan  learned 
that  not  only  was  a  particular 
player  barraged  with  phone  calls 
day  and  night,  but  the  coach 
himself,  and  the  player's  sister 
couldn't  escape  the  constant 
attack  from  college  recruiting 
programs.  This  only  adds  to  the 
stress  already  on  the  high  school 
senior,  who  is  just  trying  to  fig¬ 
ure  out  how  he  will  handle  gradu¬ 
ation  and  beginning  a  new  stage 
in  his  life.  The  Puma  recruiting 
staff  does  follow  the  strict  time 
periods  allotted  for  meetings, 
phone  contacts,  home  visits,  etc., 
unlike  many  Division  I,  and 
likely,  some  Division  II  schools. 

Although  Hogan  agrees  with 
many  of  the  proposed  ideas,  he 
disagrees  with  the  processes 
involved.  “It's  kind  of  frustrat¬ 
ing,  whether  it  be  a  good  or  bad 
proposal,  when  the  reputation 
of  the  guy  (with  the  idea]  makes 
or  breaks  the  ruling.  It’s  a  lot 
like  a  political  convention.” 

The  issue  of  “books  vs.  ball” 
more  closely  affects  college  stu¬ 
dents  and  students  at  Saint  Joe. 
The  main  concern  of  government 
representatives  is  the  graduation 
rate  of  athletes.  The  proposed 
rule  demands  that  the  student- 
athlete  have  completed  50%  of 
his  coursework  by  the  end  of  his 
sophomore  year.  This  move 
keeps  students  from  taking 
minimum  semester  loads  (12 


credits  at  Saint  Joe)  as  opposed 
to  full  loads  (avg.  15  credits). 

Comparing  Saint  Joe  to 
other  schools,  Hogan  mentioned 
that  since  1971,  100%  of  Saint 
Joseph  athletes  who  completed 
their  eligibility  graduated,  an 
astounding  statistic,  consider¬ 
ing  that  almost  none  of  the  UNLV 
basketball  teams  under  Coach 
Jerry  Tarkanian  has  graduated 
anybody. 

They,  along  with  many  other 
schools,  have  become  minor 
league  markets  for  the  NBA, 
offering  cheap,  useless  degrees 
to  student-athletes  (general 
studies,  and  sports  manage¬ 
ment,  forinstance).  In  turn,  these 
career  jocks  end  up  with  labor 
jobs,  working  ajackhammer  like 
one  of  Louisville  coach  Denny 
Crum’s  former  players,  featured 
recently  on  “60  Minutes,”  or  even 
worse  off,  unemployed  and  at¬ 
tempting  to  relive  their  glory  days 
through  playground  pickup  com¬ 
petitions. 

Nearby  Purdue  University 
will  not  allow  its  student-ath¬ 
letes  to  be  cheated  and  waste 
away  an  education  and  a  life. 
They  recently  placed  star  guard 
and  former  Indiana  Mr.  Basket¬ 
ball  Woody  Austin  on  the  aca¬ 
demically  ineligible  list.  Maybe 
Austin  is  furious  at  the  lost 
opportunity  to  play  for  a  strong 
Big  Ten  school,  but  will  he  regret 
the  school's  choice  if  he  pulls  his 
academic  life  together  and  gets  a 


decent  job  following  graduation? 

One  cannot  realize  the  ethi¬ 
cal  sacrifices  Involved  in  Hogan's 
(among  other  Puma  coaches’) 
decisions  for  Saint  Joe  until 
understanding  the  world  out¬ 
side  of  Collegeville. 

When  one  compares  the 
men’s  basketball  record  to  other 
schools'  marks  in  the  confer¬ 
ence,  many  would  say  that  there 
is  much  room  for  improvement. 
But  when  one  discovers  that 
some  of  our  conferences'  cham¬ 
pions  graduated  NONE  of  their 
athletes,  while  12  Saint  Joe 
grads,  who  are  good  citizens  with 
professional  jobs  AND  former 
players,  showed  up  last  Satur¬ 
day  to  root  on  the  Pumas  at  the 
University  of  Indianapolis,  then 
one  can  begin  to  understand  the 
importance  of  the  sacrifices 
made. 

Saint  Joe  is  one  of  the  few 
schools  anywhere  with  a  man¬ 
datory  study  table.  Most  col¬ 
leges  don't  even  organize  one, 
much  less  guarantee  its  suc¬ 
cess.  The  next  time  a  student- 
athlete  feels  like  complaining 
about  study  table,  maybe  he  or 
she  might  think  about  the  Lou¬ 
isville  kid  with  the  jackhammer, 
or  the  unemployed  dreamer  on 
the  playground  asphalt.  Then, 
maybe  he  or  she  will  take  time  to 
appreciate  the  future.  After  all, 
isn’t  that  what  we're  really  here 
for? 


Perry  looks  to  future

Patience,  practice,  and  per- 
I  sistence  are  personal  qualities 
that  most  coaches  like  to  have  in 
an  athlete.  In  that  case,  it's  looks 
as  if  Saint  Joseph's  College  head 
basketball  coach  Bill  Hogan  has 
himself  a  gem  in  freshman  Harry 
Perry. 

Patience:  Perry,  a  graduate 
of  McKenzie  High  School  in 
|  Detroit,  is  sitting  out  this  year 
because  of  his  failure  to  meet 
NCAA  requirements  for  SAT 
scores.  Despite  being  recruited 
by  such  Division  I  perennial 
powers  as  Michigan,  Iowa,  and 
Missouri,  Perry  knew  exactly 
what  his  priorities  were. 

“I  didn't  want  to  take  any 
chances  about  my  education.  I 
want  to  graduate  from  college. 
Plus  I  like  the  school.  The  small 
environment  is  good  for  me." 

Practice:  Perry  loves  the 
competitiveness  of  the  game,  so 
during  this  off-season,  he  finds 
pick-up  games.  Often  times  he 
can  be  found  shooting  alone. 

"I  wish  I  was  playing  this 


year,  but  I'm  getting  stronger  for 
next  year.  I'm  going  to  partici¬ 
pate  in  intramurals,  so  that 
should  get  me  prepared." 

But,  as  in  the  past,  the  work 
ethic  of  Penry  has  produced 
impressive  results.  In  his  senior 
year  at  McKenzie  High,  he  aver¬ 
aged  23  ppg.  and  received  All 
Metro  Honorable  Mention.  All- 
Star  games  and  three-point 
contests  have  been  no  strangers 
to  Perry  either. 

Persistence:  Despite  having 
to  sit  out  a  year,  he's  not  letting 
some  of  his  goals  and  dreams 
slip  away.  The  minor  setback  of 
not  being  able  to  play  this  year 
has  only  made  the  Detroit  native 
strive  harder.  Even  though  most 
NBA  scouts  do  not  come  to  small 
rural  colleges  like  SJC,  some 
treasures  have  been  found  at 
this  level. 

■Basketball  is  very  impor¬ 
tant  to  me  and  I  hope  to  make  it 
to  the  NBA.  But  if  I  don't,  that's 
what  I'm  here  for.  I  feel,  though, 
if  you  do  your  best  wherever, 
people  will  find  you."

warzenegger  and  his  partner 
(Pamela  Reed)  are  in  hot  pursuit 
of  a  drug  dealer  (Richard  Tyson) . 
The  spoiled  Tyson  and  his  mother 
(Carroll  Baker)  are  in  a  hurry  to 
find  his  wife  and  their  son.  The 
reason  being  Tyson's  wife  is 
believed  to  have  $3  million  of 
Tyson’s  drug  profits. 

From  California,  the  scenario 
switches  to  a  picturesque  town 
in  the  Pacific  Northwest.  Sch¬ 
warzenegger  and  Reed  come  to 
think  that  the  boy  is  attending 
school  there.  Reed  is  hired  by 
the  local  school  since  she's  had 


previous  teaching  experience.  At 
the  school,  Reed  hopes  to  gather 
clues  even  though  the  mother 
and  her  son  have  switched  their 
names. 

Ironically,  Reed  gets  food 
poisoning  and  Schwarzenegger 
is  thrust  into  the  teacher  posi¬ 
tion.  A  sidebar  is  Sch¬ 
warzenegger's  romance  with  a 
teacher  (Penelope  Arm  Miller). 
Schwarzenegger  struggles  with 
keeping  his  cover  around  Miller. 

One  point  should  be  mads 
about  the  movie.  Even  though 
the  advertising  tends  to  appeal 


to  younger  children,  the  film's 
ending  does  carry  a  lot  of  vio¬ 
lence  that  could  frighten  gram¬ 
mar  school  children.  The  school 
catches  on  fire,  children  are 
kidnapped  and  a  father  even 
abused  his  own  son. 

"Kindergarten  Cop"  was  di¬ 
rected  by  Ivan  Reitman,  whose 
best  known  movie  is  “Ghost- 
busters.”  Reitman  mixes  many 
different  dramatic  elements  into 
his  movie  that  produces  both, 
heartwarming  scenes  and  the 
action  that  many  Schwarzen- 
neger  fans  are  used  to.
